it is a prevalent opinion of 
many that none were ever 
members of the Lord’s church 
until the day of Pentecost. — | 
make this statement because 
many of the pentecostal teach- 
ers of our day claim that we 
become members of the Lord's 
church when we are baptized 
with the Holy Ghost and nev- 
er members otherwise. They 
base their argument on 1Cor., 
32:13. 

It is not my purpose to raise 
an argument on this subject 
merely for the sake of argu- 


ment, nor to stir up. strife, 
but as a writer I claim the 
privilege of producing Scrip- 
tural teaching that makes 
plain and simple many things 
that have hitherto been hid- 
den, and [I’m sure my contem- 
poraries and competitors will 
hot try to offer any objection 
to free thought and express- 
1On. 

The first thing | want to 
notice as introductory to this 
subject is the all night prayer 
of Jesus out in the mountain, 
alter which, early in the morn- 


ine, He called His disciples 
unto Him and of them He 
chose twelve, whom He also 
named apostles. (Luke 6:12, 
13.) Then Mark evidently 
giving account of the same 
session says, ‘‘and he ordained 
twelve, that they should be 
with him, and that he might 
send them forth to preach.’’ 
(Mark 3:14.) Both writers 
as wellas Matthew who records 
the same important 
names 


event 
gives the of these 


twelve who were ordained 
and called apostles. 

Here was evidently a busi- 
hess session before the day of 
Pentecost, and according to 
the teaching of those referred 
to above they were not yet 
members of the church. 

Now if these twelve were 
not members of the chureh 
Jesus was acting contrary to 
the common usage of our day, 





for people now do not expect 
to ordain men forthe ministry 
until they become members 
of what they think is the 
ehurch. ‘Take this for what 
you may, but Paul at 1Cor. 
12:28 says, “‘And God hath 
set some in the church, first 
apostles.’’ Also, Paul shows 
that Peter, James and John 
pillars, and that the 
apostles were in the founda- 
tion, Jesus Christ Himself be- 
ing the chief corner stone. 
(Gal. 2:9, Eph. 2:20. ) 

Now, on the day of Pente- 
cost, there were about a hun- 
dred and twenty baptized with 
the Holy Ghost at the same 
time and they were not all 
apostles. Those who claun 
that the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost is what puts people in 
the church will be called up- 
on to reconcile some Scripture 
or acknowledge they do not 
know by keeping silence.

is Luke 10:1, “‘After these 
things the Lord appointed 
other seventy also, and = sent 
them two and two before his 
face into every city and place, 


whither he himself would 
come.” This was surely 


another meeting and the ap- 
pointment of these seventy 
men was the business trans- 
acted. This was little 
time after the appointment of 
the twelve. 

The next event to which [| 


some 


will refer is the one recorded 
in Math. 16:15—19. The 
business of this session was 
mainly that of instruction, 
He had been already doing 
business and the twelve had 
been ordained, but now He 
must give them some under- 
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standing and __ instruction 
about His church. 

He told them that He was 
going to build His church and 
the gates of hell shall not pre- 
vail against it. He also ex- 
plained to them that authority 
was given them to do busi- 
ness and what ever they did 
would — be 
heaven. 

A few days later he called 
them together again and_ told 
them how to deal with mem- 
bers who trespassed against 
any and rehearsed the same 
instructions He had given 
them before regarding the 
authority of the church and 


recognized — in 


how their actions, decisions or 


deliberations would be recog- 
nized in heaven as final. 

At the last meeting he held 
with them before He was 
arrested he introduced the 
communion or what is com- 
monly called ““The Lord’ s 
supper’ and feet washing and 
talked to them a long time 
giving them special instruct- 
ions, but finally told theni He 
had many things to say to 
them, but that they could not 
bear them then, but stated 
that the Holy Ghost would 
take up the matters with 
them when He came and that 
He would specially do three 
things, viz, Bring to their 
minds what He had said, show 
them things to come and 
guide them into all truth. 

The next special meeting to 
which I invite attention is in 
the upper room where they 
had repaired to wait for the 
Holy Ghost. 

Men and women were 
there, about one hundred and 
twenty. About the first thing 
that was done was the call of 


nu business session. 
No doubt Jesus had instruct- 
ed Peter just what to do and 


appointed him moderator or 
superintendent of the meet- 
ing, for he certainly knew his 
business and no one took any 
exceptions to his authority 
and manner of presenting the 
subject. There was no object- 
or there that said as so) many 
would say in these days, Now 
brother Peter, we don’t need 
to do any business here, just 
wait till the Holy Ghost comes 
and He'll whom He 
wants. 


select 


No sir, there was no fault- 
finder, no grumbler, no ob- 
jector. They all: seemed to 
understand that Peter was 
General overseer of the work 
at that time and placed in the 
position by Jesus before He 
went away. 


Now [| want to notice the 


way Peter addressed the 
Assembly. “Men and breth- 
ren. There were women 


there, but he did not say ‘‘bro- 
thers and sisters."" We = con- 
clude then that this was a 
matter of business to 
the women 


which 
could listen but 


have no voice in. it. How 
cdloes this compare to Paul's 
Instructions as given at) 1Cor. 


14:54,55. “Let your women 
keep silence in the churches 
*#** for it is a shame for 
women to speak in the 
¢chureh.”’ 

Now these men actually did 
some business there and = did 


it in a business like way. 


Peter explained the reason for 
selecting a man to take the 
place of Judas and all agreed 
to it and their action resulted 
in the selection of Matthias 
as an apostle to be numbered 
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with the eleven. 

Now according to our teach- 
ers above referred to these 
business meetings were all 
held and the business trans- 
acted before any of these peo- 
ple were members of the 
church for the Holy Ghost 
had not yet been given and 
they had not been baptized 
with the Holy Ghost to put 
them in the church according 
to their teaching. Whether 
this was out of order or not or 
whether they were already 
members of the church and 
these were really church busi- 
ness sessions or not | will 
leave the readers to judge 


while we eonsider another 


phase of the matter. 

Now suppose we grant that 
these one hundred and twenty 
were not members of the 
church until they were bap- 
tized with the Holy Ghost. 
We read that they were all, 
men and women, filled with 
the Holy Ghost and began to 
speak with other tongues as 
the Spirit gave them utter- 
ance. They say this then 
made them all members of the 
church. 

Now watch carefully; and 
they all spoke in tongues. 

Now if this experience plac- 
ed them in the chureh and all 
spoke in tongues how about 
Paal’s command that the 
women shall keep silence in 
the church and here’ were 
these women, and Mary the 
mother of Jesus was there too, 
acting contrary to Paul’s in- 
structions later and you say 
he wrote by inspiration given 
him by the same Spirit. 

ilere were one hundred and 
twenty people just came into 


the church (according to the 
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theory of the above teachers ) 
and all talking in tongues, 
and Paul again says thatin the 
church that not more than 
three. can speak in tongues 
and then only one at a time 
and let one interpret, but if 
there be no interpreter there 
must be no speaking in 
tongues in the church. (1Cor. 
14:27,28. ) Now there is 
something wrong here. Either 
the apostles were wrong about 
their teaching and actions or 
these modern teachers are 
wrong. You can answer for 
yourself whieh it is 

L do not object to the mem- 
bers of the church receiving 
the baptism of the Holy Ghost 
and speaking in tongues. 
neither do Lobject to people 
receiving the Holy Ghost and 
speaking in tongues before 
they become members of the 
charer, but I do object to a 


perversion of Scriptures to 


prove theories or opinions. — I. 


want now to show some _ peo- 
ple who were members of the 
Lord’s church and had never 
received the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost. At Acts 7:38 
there is mentioned “the church 
in the wilderness.” All will 
agree that reference was made 
here to Israel who were rec-

We have known some who felt 
God wanted them to go to some 
place to work for Him, and_ with- 
out having money to purchase a 
ticket they went to the depot, and 
some times even boarding the train 
before receiving it, and the Lord 
just on time gave the fare and all 
other needs, so that they lacked 
nothing. Some were missionary 
tours which cost a good sum, thus 
they proved God is true, and ful- 
fils His word as we trust and obey 
Him. 

Three years ago wanen we felt God 
would have us go to Cuba for some 
mission work, the question had 
been under consideration for some 
months, but finally God said ‘‘Go 
and I will supply all your needs.’’ 
We left home, leaving only a small 
amount toward the family expenses, 
and with only a smali portion of 
the $150. that was necessary for the 
trip, but God so graciously provid- 
ed, and that with no soliciting on 
our part, that all expenses were 
paid at home, and on the trip, and 
we were permitted to give a small 
offering to some workers on the 
field. It is not necessary, perhaps, 
to say that God was very definitely 
with us and blessed in a_ spiritual 
way, also. 

Another experience we like to-re- 
call happened during a very cold 
winter when we were living in Ky, 
Our funds were about exhausted, 
one dime was all we knew was in 
our possession, and we spent prob- 
ably most of this in mailing some 
letters, but there was a heavy letter 
in the P. O. from a servant of God 
from a distant state. He said he 
felt impressed to send us some mon- 


ey which was enclosed. Another 


came the next day containing a 
bill, and in about 3 or 4 days the 
Lord had given us in answer to 
prayer about $35. for our special 
needs, and it was sent by those who 
did not know our’ needs. 

It was a special proof to us of 
God’s interest in us, and of His 
faithfulness in answering the pray- 
ers of His children, for temporal 
needs. 

We are tested, too, on these lines 
as well as other lines. On ace rtain 
occasion when we were pressed fi- 
nancially, we conducted 3 services 
during the Sabbath, and the only 
offering during the day was _ fifty 
cents given by a poor widow, as we 
remember now. 

There was quite a temptation to 
feel discouraged, but after think- 
ing it over we decided that it was 
propably permitted as a trial of our 
faith, so on Monday morning we 
asked God to give us $5.00 that day, 
so went ahead without saying any 
thing to any body bout our needs 
and early in the day a business man 
handed us the $5.00 saying that he 
felt impressed to do so. We took 
this as a special answer to prayer 
and praised the Lord for it. 

On another oceasion we dropped 
into a meeting where we had been 
invited to assist, and after remain- 


ing a number of days, left with no 


mention of expenses or any thing, 
except two brethren put a small 
amount in our hand, not sufficient 
to pay our car fare. There was a 
temptation to feel discouraged over 
it, but after considering more care- 
fully we decided to go on fceling 
just as good and praising God any- 
how, and trust God for all, so God 
met us at the first place where we 
stopped with some of His servants, 
tho’ we held no services at that 
place, but a sufficient amvunt was 
put in our hands to more than re- 
pay the former shortage and from 
some that we never would have ex- 
pected any money. — Probably the 
reason so many fail on these lines, 
is that when these tests come they 
do not keep their heads up and 
Shout the victory any how and go 
on rejoicing and trusting. | To p. 7]
